One men’s wear shop on West 42nd 
Street hit on a new plan recently to 
attract trade. It placed a picture of a 
foaming stein of beer in its window 
under the legend, "free beer." One goes 
in, gets a big glass of beer and a hand­ 
ful of pretzels without charge and then 
wanders around and selects items. 
The place is doing a rushing business 
as a result. By the way, the beer is 
strictly legal, although a few steps 
down the street one can get the real 
article in a speakeasy.
